credit for its mnslors. Its Ottawa 
dispatch published yesterday with 
such a flourish of trumpets was a nias- 
terly olTort.

.Among the items in the "nppropria- 
tioiis appearing in the Estimiitos for 
British Columbia for the year 1.S75-T6" 
are six millions, two hundred and fif- 
ty thousand dollars for the Railway; 
' two millions for steel rails; two and a 
bi^lf millions for works of construction; 
fivehuudred thousasul dollars for works 
■ of navigation, and^5250, 000 forlndinn.s. 
^'heso sums added together would 
make a total of fll.SOO.OOO; and they 
are exclusive of a number of more 
modest items which shrink from con- 
tact with such pretentious figures. To 
the eye this array is very imposing, 
BUggestivo of advance iu real estako, 
rents, and good times generally. But 
to the brain it is all a delusion and a 
snare.

What the people 
want is the naked truth; and if the 
Government organ is not in possession 
of that, it would do well to confess it, 
inst'?ad of seeking to inflate and mis- 
lead the public mind by the publica- 
tion of Buoh fictitious nouesense as ap- 
peared in its columns yesterday. It 
has been said that "figures cannot 
lie;" but our contemporary demonstra- 
ted that thoy can. To suppube, iiow- 
ever, that the failure of W alkem's mis- 
sion and ;he inferiority of the Terms 
obtained through Lord Carnarvon can 
be effectually concealed by such trans- 
parent ^ust-throwing is the acme of 
folly. The truth is bound to come out | 
in spite of all the disingenuous tele- j 
grams that can be published; and the | 
truth will tell all the more against tlie { 
-Belfish tricksters who would conceal 
it. It is measures, not men, that the 
people are chiefly concerned about. 
; 'They desire to kaow the truth, and it 
is cruel to mislead them. If Mr.Wnl- 
kem has succeeded in obtaining at the 
bands of Carnarvon more favorable 
terms than could have been got direct 
from Ottawa.no patriotic mni\ will de- 
sire to withold that credit which would 
De his due.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Eagtern States- 

Wabhinoton Fob.ll. — In tho Houee 
Myers introduced a bill aupplomentaij 
to acts iu relation to immigration, 
deferred to committee oa foreign af- 
fairs. The bill has reference especial- 
ly to tho Coolio trade. It provides 
that whoa iinmigriiats have entered in- 
to a contract, or agreement for a term 
of service within tho UuLted States, 
either for labor or lewd and improper 
purposes, such immigration shall not 
be deemed voluntaiy, and the U. S. 
consul shall not deliver tho required 
permit or certificate. It makes it a 
penal offense for Ainoricans to bo en- 
gaged in snch trado; forbids importa- 
tion of women for purpoios of prosti- 
tution, invalidatea all contracts iu re- 
lation thereto, aud makes importation 
or holding women for such purpose a 
felony piirishablo by tiuo and im- 
prisonment. It also makes iininigra- 
tiop of tho following cUssos unlawful : 
Persona who are undergoing sentence 
for felonies and crimes other than 
political, or who.so seuteuce have bean 
remitted on account of their immigra- 
tion, and woman imported for pur- 
poses of prostitution.

—The Duke of 
talked of Canning tho 
other day a great deal at my mother's. 
Ho said his talents w-oro astonishing, 
his compositions adnuriiblo, that bo 
jjossossed tho art of saying exactly 
what was necessary and passing over 
thoao topics on which it vrns not f^d- 
visablo to touch, his fertility and ro- 
Bourcos inexhaustible. Ho thought 
him the finest epeakor ho had ever 
hoard; though ho prided himself ox- 
tromoly upon his coinpositionSj he 
would'patipntly oudure any critictsms 
upon suoh papers as ho snbniittod for 
the consideration of tho Cabinet, and 
would allow thein to bo altered in any 
w-ay that was sugsestod; ho (the Duke) 
particularly had often "cut aud hack- 
ed" Lis papers, and Canning never 
made tho least objection, but was al- 
ways ready to adopt the suggoations 
of bis colleagues, It was not so, how- 
ever, in conversation and disousKjon, 
Any difforunco of opinion or dissent 
from bis views threw bim into ungov- 
ernable rage, and on such oooasion ho 
Hew out with a violence which tho 
Duke said had often compelled him to 
be silent, that ho might not be involv- 
ed in bitter personal altercatioil. He 
said that Canning was usually vory 
silent in the Cabinet, seldom spoke at 
all, but when ho did be maintained 
Ilia opinions with extraordinary tenaci- 
ty. He said that ho was one of the 
idlest of men. This I do not believe, 
for I havo always heard that he saw 
everything aud did everything him- 
self. Not a dispatch was received 
that he did not read, nor ope written 
that ho did Hot djott^te or oorrect, 

Ch. Jll,— 1838, -Mn. Bbouohim 
AT PANBnANGEK,— About tliToe wOeks 
ago I passed a few Jays v,t Panshan- 
ger, where I met Brougham ; ho came 
from Saturday till Monday morning, 
and from the hour of his arrival to 
that of his departure lio never ceased 
talking. Tho party was agreeable 
enough — LnttroU, Rogers, otc. — but 
it was coniioal to see how tho latter 
was provoked at Brougham's engross- 
ing all tho talk, though he could not 
help listening with plea.»ure. Broug- 
ham is certainly one of tho ntost ro- 
uiarkablo inen 1 over mot; to say noth- 
ing of what ho is in tho world, his al- 
most childish gaiety and animal spir- 
its, his humour mixed- with saroasin, 
but not ill-natured, hia wonderful in- 
formation, aud the facility with which 
ho liau'lleil every subject, from tho 
most grave and aevoro to tho most 'u'l- 
tling, displaying a iiliud ^ill x\i roried 
anfl oxtoiisive infoniiatiou, !>nd a mem- 
ory which his suffered nothing ta es- 
cape it, I never saw any man whose 
oonversation impressed mo with suoh 
an idea of superiority ovor nil othnrs. 
As Bogors said tho morning of his de- 
parture, "This morniug Solou, Lycur- 
gus, DomoathenoB, Archimedin, Sir 
Issao Nowton, Lord Chesterfield, and 
a great many moro wont awaj' ip 'One 
post chaise," 

After all, I^i'ongham is only a living 
rvud very romaikablo inatanno of the 
inefllcaoy of the most nplondid talents, 
unless they are accompatiioil with 
other qualities, which acarooly admit 
of definition, but which must serve 
the same purpoae that hallnst doos 
for a ship. Brougham hi^s prosporcd 
to cqrtaia degroe; ho has a groat re- 
Dictation, and he maizes a considorable 



he is left behind by men of far infer- 
ior capacity, whose namca are hardly 
known beyond tho iirccincts of their 
courts, or tho bouiidarifis ol' their cir- 
cuits. As a stutesmaji lie is not con- 
sidered eligible for tho highest olU-

satisfaction which conscious superior- 
ity is calculated to inspire. Tho life 
of a politician is probably one of deep 
raortilicatioii, for tho race is not al- 
ways to tho swift nor the battle to the 
strong, and few things can bo more 
galling than to soa men far inferior to 
ourselves enabled by forluneanJ cir- 
cumstauces to attain wha'. wo toil af- 
ter in vain, and to leurn fnuii our own 
experience how many tilings thero are 
in this life of greater practicU utility 
than splendid ubililio-rf aiul iimvoaried 
induslrv,

Nobody ever invited him into their 
house, or thought it neccsaary to 
honour him with any mark of atten- 
tion or reB^^ect; and so he went on fiu- 
over forty years, till Canning brought 
him into notice by making hira Lord 
High Admiral at tho time of hia grand 
ministerial sohism. In that post lie 
distinguished himself by making ah 
surd speeches, by a morbid oflicial ac- 
tivity, and by a general wilduest; which 
was thought to iudicato incipient iu- 
aanity, till shortly after Canning's 
death and the Duko's accos.-sion, as it 
well known, tho latter dismiKscd hiin. 
He then dropped b.ick into obsoiuitv, 
but had become by this imo some- 
what more o( ti j^orsonage than he was 
before, His brief administration of 
the navy, tho death of tho Dnko of 
York, whioh made him heir in the 
throne, his increased wciillh luid regu- 
lar habits had procured him moro ouu- 
sideration. though not II great deal. 
Such was his position when George 
IV, broke all at once, and aftor three 
months of tixpoctalion, William linds 
himself King. 

He (William IV. ] spokoof his broth- 
er witu al' ';e'"blanco uf fc-eliii^j-, and 
in a to! • of Toice properly fiottencd and 
subdued, uub ju^c afterward, when 
they gave bim tho pen to sign tlio de- 
claration, ho said in hia usual tone, 
"This is a dftiuuod had jion you havo 
given me."

"King George IV,— William, X moan,' 
to the great diversion of the Coun- 
cil.

Tlio Eastern Railway War- 

Chicago, Jan. 25.— Tha freight war 
between tho various railroads leading 
from this city to the East, is getting 
more intense every day. To-day coii*^ 
tracts were m.ide for grain from this 
city to Now York at 3-2\ cents ])er 100 
pounds, while tho regular rate is 40 
cents The Grand Trunk Railwoy ond 
tho Boston and Albany Railroad have 
also entered tho liiit of warriors, and an- 
nounced to-day that they will take fourth 
class rates from Chicago to Portland, 
Ynrmouth and Danville, at 85 cants per 
100 pounds, and to Boston at 40 ceiita. 
These latter two roads have also declared 
war on tho New York trunk lines, refus- 
ing to kubniit to the increase in rates re- 
cently made from New Y'ork to the West. 
Hence rates from Boston and PoriUnd 
to Chicago will remain the Banio as they 
were before tho rise was made. This ac- 
tion will undoubtedly compel New York 
linec to again reduce the rates from New 
York to the West. There is also a war be- 
tween tho Grand Trunk and the Great 
Western Eailroads of Canada in regard 
to passenger tralFic, the rotes havj.ig been 
reduced between Detriot and Bnffulo 
from S7 to S3. The iiake Shore and Mi- 
chigan yautbern havo announced that 
thoy will be compelled to make a similar 
reduction between Toledo and BuflTalo 
should tha difficulty not be settled with- 
in a day or two, Thtra is a prohnbilitv 
that this diniculty will bring about 'n 
largo reduction in passenger rales be- 
tween Chicago and New York by all lines.
